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Rent cut 
offer for

Work on a £6 million 
transformation of Dudley 
Market is taking place. 
Stallholders were tempo¬ 
rarily moved in June from 
their traditional home in the 
High Street to the other side 
of the town centre fountain. 

It had been hoped they 
would be able to move back 
by the end of this month 
but, due to delays, the date 
has been pushed back to the 
new year. 

Dudley Council has agreed 
to offer the traders a 20 per 
cent reduction in their rent 
after they reported a contin¬ 
ued drop in customers since 
the project began. 

The latest reduction, 
which runs until late De¬ 
cember, comes on top of a 30 
per cent cut agreed in April. 

Len Lenihan, chairman 
of Dudley Market Traders 
Association, said traders 
‘appreciated’ the offer from 
the council. 

Regeneration boss Coun¬ 
cillor Judy Foster said: “We 
work hard to create bustling 
and vibrant market place 
over the Christmas period. 

“We hope this further 20 
per cent reduction in their 
rent will ensure we retain 
a good number of traders 
to keep the market running 
well.”

WASTE FIRM IS 
TOLD TO PAY UP 


THE company behind a proposed 
waste plant at Brierley Hill is facing 
paying costs after ditching the origi¬ 
nal scheme before a planning inquiry. 

Dudley Council and campaign group Say No 
To Waste - SNOW - have been invited by The 
Planning Inspectorate to make an application 
for ‘wasted and unnecessary expense’ over the 


Clean Power appeal 
hearing. 

The inquiry was due to 
take place in June after the 
company appealed against 
the council’s decision to 
refuse its planning applica¬ 
tion for the waste to energy 
plant off Moor Street in 
Brierley Hill. But the com¬ 
pany abandoned the appeal 
just a month before it was 
due, in favour of submitting 
a new application to the 
council with added ‘air lock’ 
odour controls to address 
fears over smells. 

Risk 

SNOW has submitted a 
claim for just under £1,000, 
while Dudley Council is in 
negotiations over its claim. 

In a letter to SNOW, Ken 
McEntee, from The Plan¬ 
ning Inspectorate, said: 
“In this case the appeal 
was withdrawn some three 
months after it was submit¬ 
ted. The appellants’ deci¬ 
sion to withdraw the appeal 
when they did needed to be 
weighed against the risk of 
an award of costs. This risk 
was brought to the appel¬ 
lants’ attention. 

He said the company 
should have been aware 
that their actions caused 
the Brierley Hill SNOW 
campaign to incur ‘wasted 
or unnecessary expense’ in 
preparing to resist it at the 
abortive inquiry and ‘an 
award of costs will be made 
accordingly’.

Mr McEntee said that 
a partial award of costs 
should be made for expenses 
incurred from March 21 
and the award was on the 
grounds of ‘unreasonable’ 
behaviour. 

SNOW spokesman Tim 
Lee said if the costs could 
not be agreed with the firm, 
SNOW would consider ap¬ 
plying to the High Court. 
He said the group’s claim 
was for £985.75. 

He added: “It is clear that 
the appellants were warned 
at the outset by the Plan¬ 
ning Inspectorate that if 
they were to withdraw their 
appeal without good reason, 
then they risked a costs 
order being made. 

“The costs recovered will 
go into SNOW’s fighting 
fund against Clean Power’s 
new planning application, 
which is ongoing.” 

The planning inspectorate 
has ordered that the council 
is entitled to a partial award 
of the costs incurred. The 
amount of this award is now 
a matter for negotiation 
with Clean Power. 

A new planning applica¬ 
tion for the plant was sub¬ 
mitted by Clean Power last 
month. The firm wants to 
process about 195,000 tons 
of waste a year, creating en¬ 
ergy for up to 10,000 homes, 
and creating 34 jobs.

AN ambulance crew withdrew from 
a picket line in Dudley to come to the 
aid of a man having a fit during the 
first NHS strike over pay in 32 years. 

The workers were part of 100-strong 
picket line outside Russells Hall Hos¬ 
pital when the ‘red’ call came through 
as part of a backlog of 40 calls faced 
by West Midlands Ambulance Service 
(WMAS) on Monday morning. 

Bosses say the service was unable 
to respond to 999 calls immediately 
due to the walkout but a crew of two 
staff leapt into action when they heard 
that an emergency call could not be at¬ 
tended. 


The man, who is in his 30s, had suf¬ 
fered a diabetic fit at his workplace in 
Dudley. He was stabilised at the scene 
and taken to Russells Hall for treat¬ 
ment. 

WMAS spokesman Murray MacGre¬ 
gor said: “The staff have their reasons 
for going on strike but this shows they 
really want to do their jobs. Even at a 
time when they were on a picket line 
their priority was to make sure they 
are providing a safe service.” 

Bosses at WMAS said they received 
587 emergency calls during the four- 
hour strike. Mr MacGregor added: 
“None of the calls we received were 


life-threatening. Despite our requests 
for people to only use the service in 
terms of emergency, it is a bit con¬ 
cerning that the number of 999 calls 
actually increased during the strike.” 

Hundreds of nurses and midwives 
were among NHS staff joining ambu¬ 
lance workers in the walkout. 

Members of six unions including 
Unison, Unite and GMB were on 
strike from 7am to 11am in a national 
dispute over pay. Emergency care, 
including maternity wards, was un¬ 
affected following an agreement by 
unions and NHS bosses. Doctors and 
dentists were not involved. 


Target is 
reached 
for canal 
showcase 

DUDLEY Canal Trust has 
secured the final funding 
it needs towards a new £3 
million education and herit¬ 
age centre, paving the way 
for work to start. 

The Portal will be used to 
tell the tens of thousands of 
visitors who go to the site 
every year about the Black 
Country’s industrial past 
and its canal heritage. 

The project has now been 
awarded £500,000 by Biffa 
Award as their flagship 
project for this year. The 
two-storey base will be built 
by the Dudley Canal Tunnel 
entrance at Todd’s End. 

A swing bridge would be 
constructed to enable visi¬ 
tors from the Black Coun¬ 
try Living Museum, on the 
opposite side of the canal, to 
access the ticket office, boats 
and heritage centre. Bosses 
also plan to install a lift to 
enable people to get to and 
from the towpath and visi¬ 
tor embarkation wharf. 

Heritage activities officer 
Sarah Fellows said a con¬ 
tractor was due to be ap¬ 
pointed. 

She added: “The Biffa 
Award marks the last major 
grant contribution to the 
Portal building. Now that 
is in place, the construction 
can start very soon on site.” 

Chief executive of the 
Dudley Canal Trust, Nick 
Morris, said funding would 
be used on an exhibition 
gallery.

Mercia Police, said: “West Mercia 
Police were called to a lorry on the 
A491. The driver had heard people 
in the back of lorry and when police 
arrived a number of suspected ille¬ 
gal immigrants were discovered.” 


In another recent incident 13 
suspected illegal immigrants were 
rescued from the back of a refrig¬ 
erated lorry on the M6 when police 
stopped the lorry between Junctions

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Driver on 
heroin is 
sent to jail 
after chase 

A BANNED driver was on 
heroin when he smashed 
his car into a gate and lamp 
post after leading police on 
a high speed chase through 
Dudley, Wolverhampton

THIS is the first glimpse inside 
the brand new £7 million Dud¬ 
ley Advance campus, which will 
soon be welcoming engineering 
and manufacturing students. 

Classrooms and workshops will fea¬ 
ture computer aided design machines 
and a robotics suite will also be in¬ 
stalled at the college site on Priory 
Road. 

There will also be dedicated training 
rooms for pneumatics, hydraulics, weld¬ 
ing and electronics spread over four floors. 
The first influx of students is expected in 
November. Construction work will soon 
be completed, although some landscaping 
work will continue into the new term. 

Engineering 

Some of Dudley College’s existing engi¬ 
neering machinery is being moved from 
the college’s Broadway site but it is also 
taking delivery of a range of industry-spe¬ 
cific equipment, including 3D scanning and 
printing. 

Although some of the work is still to be 
done, several of the classrooms and work¬ 
shops have been carpeted and are waiting 
for equipment. 

The cube-like building, clad in zinc and 
made to resemble a single block of machined 
steel, is currently surrounded by scaffold¬ 
ing to allow for the finishing touches by con¬ 
tractors Bowmer & Kirkland. 

Inside the building the steel structure 
has been left exposed along with mechani¬ 
cal services and some wiring as a homage to 
the technology and technical skills used in 
its construction. 

Dudley North MP Ian Austin, who went 
to school on the site when it was part of 
Castle High School, was given a tour by 
Dudley College principal Lowell Williams 
and Neil Thomas, director of the new cam¬ 
pus, last week. 

Mr Austin said: “I think the biggest ques¬ 
tion we face is how we help local businesses 
grow and bring new, well-paid and secure 
jobs to the Black Country to replace the 
ones we’ve lost. Long-term youth unem¬ 
ployment in the Black Country is twice the 
national average and we need to make edu¬ 


cation our number one priority because the 
only way we’ll attract the new investment 
and jobs on which the area’s prosperity de¬ 
pends is by having the skills new industries 
need. 

“Under Lowell Williams, Dudley College 
has transformed our town centre and this 
brilliant new technology and manufactur¬ 
ing centre will soon be open, helping local 
businesses grow, educating young people 
and helping adults get new jobs too.” 

A resource centre, Dudley Enhance, is 
also under construction. It will house a lec¬ 
ture theatre which for up to 100 students 
as well as a maths workshop and a library 
and research centre. It will have a social 
area for students and will be home to the 
college’s new bistro Stir, managed by the 
college to offer experience for catering and 
hospitality students. 


The new campus also has an Innovation 
and Enterprise Zone, or business lounge, 
which local small to medium sized enter¬ 
prises (SMEs) can use. 

Partner 

Neil Thomas, director at Dudley Ad¬ 
vance, said: “SMEs are a huge part of local 
engineering in the area. We want to say to 
them they can come here and take advan¬ 
tage of the kit and space, and if they want 
to become a partner, give talks to students 
and possibly offer up placements, we won’t 
even charge them for it.” 

The Advance and Enhance campuses are 
the newest additions to the Learning Quar¬ 
ter, which includes the sixth form build¬ 
ing and Dudley Evolve vocational campus, 
which opened in September 2012 on the site 
of the former fire station in Tower Street. 


Earlier this year the college became the 
first in the West Midlands to receive the 
prestigious award for science, technol¬ 
ogy, engineering and maths (STEM) from 
the New Engineering Foundation (NEF). 
The quality standard is recognised by the 
Government’s Department of Business, 
Innovation and Skills, UK Commission for 
Employment & Skills and The National Ap¬ 
prenticeship Service. 

NEF chief executive, Professor Sa’ad 
Medhat said: “Gaining the STEM Assured 
status signals to employers that Dudley 
College has strong and up to date STEM 
capability.” 

College principal Lowell Williams said 
“Gaining STEM Assured is an important 
achievement for us. These vitally important 
subjects will be integrated into the college’s 
future plans and development.”

Nearly £3m spent on agency staff 


MORE than £2.8 million was spent 
by Dudley schools employing agen¬ 
cy staff during six months, new fig¬ 
ures reveal. 

Casual workers are used to cover 
sickness absences and maternity 
leave to ensure pupils do not miss 
lessons at primary, secondary and 
special schools. 

The latest figures for the borough 
show that a total of £2,820,335.21 


was paid out between September 
last year and April this year. 

Some of the borough’s schools 
spend money to bring in additional 
teaching specialists and coaches. 

Between January and April 
this year, primary, secondary and 
special schools spent a total of 
£1,625,027.58. This was higher than 
the amount spent between Septem¬ 
ber and December 2013 when the 


bill came to £1,195,307.63. The fig¬ 
ures have been released by educa¬ 
tion bosses at Dudley Council under 
the Freedom of Information Act. 

The amount spent per school 
during the six-month period ranged 
from £100 to £83,822, according to 
the statistics. 

Individual schools are responsi¬ 
ble for making their own staffing 
arrangements including the hiring 


of temporary staff. Money is also 
often spent on bringing in staff to 
supervise exams as well as sports 
coaching, drama and music lessons. 

The figures do not include El- 
lowes, High Areal, Holly Hall, King- 
swinford and Oldswinford Hospital, 
as they have their own financial 
systems. 

In Sandwell, figures show schools 
spent almost £5m in 12 months. 


Duke pays tribute to 
donors during tour

THE Duke of Gloucester 
paid homage to organ do¬ 
nors as he unveiled a statue 
in their honour in Dudley. 

The Queen’s cousin was at 
Russells Hall Hospital to unveil 
the statue on Wednesday after¬ 
noon, October 8. 

The sculpture, called The Gift 
of Life, shows a figure celebrating 
being given a second chance after 
being handed an organ. 

In a speech at the hospital, he 
said: “This sculpture is in a way 
thanking those who have made that 
decision for themselves and their 
family that they wish for their or¬ 
gans to be donated. 

“I am delighted to unveil it to con¬ 
gratulate all those courageous indi¬ 
viduals who have donated.” 

The artwork was jointly designed 
and created by artists Malcolm Sier, 
from Wolverhampton, and Paul 
Margetts, from Belbroughton. 

Mr Margetts said: “If you look at 
the sculpture, the gap in between 
the two sections creates a heart, 
which most people associate with 
organ donation. 

“The figure is celebrating being 
given a new lease of life, and the 
other section is reaching out at the 
figure, symbolising the person who 
has passed away.” 

The 70-year-old Duke was given a 
tour of the hospital by deputy mayor 
and chair of the organ donation 
committee Councillor Steve Waltho. 

Prince Richard spoke to staff and 
managers at the hospital, as well 
as the family of people who had do¬ 
nated organs. 

He also officially opened a new 
£8.5 million medical centre in Wol¬ 
laston. The Duke toured the Lon 
Medical Centre in Lowndes Road, 
built on the site of the former Fos¬ 
ter, Rastrick & Co foundry, which 
created the Stourbridge Lion, the 
first steam locomotive sed in Amer¬ 
ica. 

Earlier in the day, he was given 
a tour of the Black Country Living 
Museum, where he rode on the re¬ 
stored West Bromwich 174 bus.

The council has said the 
use of the recycled materi¬ 
als, which are taken back to 
the council’s depot in Lister 
Road after roads are resur¬ 
faced, is making a ‘signifi¬ 
cant’ saving. 

It is estimated that the 
cost of buying in new mate¬ 
rials to carry out the work 
on footpaths would have 
cost around £36,000 each 
year. The council has also 
estimated that £75,000 is 
already being saved due to 
the more efficient new ma¬ 
chinery.

Family’s pride over 
fearless war hero

at an exhibition in Dudley 
about local men who went 
to fight in the Great War 

HE CONTINUED bravely fight¬ 
ing while his comrades were 
wounded, firing his gun at the 
oncoming German army. 

Corporal Timothy Hinton fell in 
battle in 1917, but not until after he 
had made history. 

It is believed that he was the first man 
from Dudley to arrive in France in the 
First World War. 

And now pictures and documents from 
his time on the front line are part of a 
major exhibition in the town commem¬ 
orating the 100th anniversary of the 
conflict. 

His death, a commanding officer, 
would report, was ‘noble’ in the service 
of his country and he ‘knew no fear’. 

Mons 

Corporal Hinton was with the Royal 
Welch Fusiliers - the archaic spelling of 
Welsh reflecting its status as one of the 
oldest regiments - for up to five years 
before leaving the Army and signing up 
as a reserve. 

He was then called up in April 1914, 
again with the Royal Welch Fusiliers, 
who were one of the first regiments to go 
to France to fight. 

On February 24, 1916, Cpl Hinton 
was transferred to the newly-formed 
Machine Gun Corps, something his ex¬ 
perience with the Fusiliers, with whom 
he fired the machine guns, would have 
assisted. 

After doing his bit in battles at Mons, 
Marne, Aisne, Le Cateau, and Le Scarpe, 
he suffered a head wound on April 16, 
1917, and was taken to a hospital in Le 
Havre, where he died on May 23. 

His family later received his Distin-

guished Conduct Medal, and his great- 
niece, Janet Chilton, has donated items 
to help tell his story at an exhibition in 
Dudley on local soldiers who served in 
the Great War. 

The exhibition tells the story of Cpl 
Hinton’s life and death as was reported 
in newspapers shortly after his death, 
as well ashis three brothers. 

The family had lived in The Mambles, 
on King Street in Dudley, before they 
went off to fight to serve their country. 

Cpl Hinton was one of 15 children 
born, but Mrs Hinton said that six of 


them had died after only a matter of 
months each. 

Timothy, who was 30 at the time of 
his death, had three younger broth¬ 
ers also fighting in the war, Privates 
George, Joseph and Ebenezer Hinton. 

George Hinton served in Egypt, India 
and in The Dardanelles, while Joseph 
served in France. Ebenezer Hinton 
served with the Sherwood Foresters. 
Another Hinton brother, Edward, tried 
to join the armed forces but was refused 
on account of him having a reserved oc¬ 
cupation. 


Mrs Chilton said: “My sister gave my 
uncle the medal and it wasn’t until he 
died that I researched into what had 
happened. He enlisted in Birmingham 
and is now buried in St Marie Cemetery 
in Le Havre. “When I saw in the paper 
that there was going to be this exhibi¬ 
tion I brought all the information I have 
in to the museum.” 

Adrian Durkin, an exhibition of¬ 
ficer at the museum, has since helped 
her research the background of her 
great-uncle, and he believes he was one 
of the first people from the area to reach 
France during the war. 

Mr Durkin said: “From looking at the 
history of the Royal Welch Fusiliers you 
can see that they were there so he would 
have been one of the first, if not the first, 
people from Dudley to go over to France. 

“It’s hard to trace the records of peo¬ 
ple who lived because their records were 
bombed during the Second World War 
and they were destroyed.” 

Corporal Hinton was awarded the 
Distinguished Conduct Medal for his ef¬ 
forts during the war, which was sent to 
his family after his death. His citation 
said: “When two of his men had been 
wounded, he continued to fire the gun 
alone. Throughout the day he displayed 
initiative and great gallantry.” 

Around 12 years ago, Mrs Chilton and 
her mother, Doris Russon, visited the 
grave of her great-uncle, in Le Havre 
with two of their close friends, John and 
Sheilagh Shipway. 

She said: “It was very emotional 
when we went to France, more so for my 
mother. She never met him but we are 
all very proud of what he did.” 

The exhibition is full of information 
and possessions of people from the Black 
Country and surrounding area, paying 
tribute to their efforts. 

Mrs Chilton added: “When I was re¬ 
searching Timothy I went to the Dudley 
archive. I couldn’t believe how many sol¬ 
diers had died from Dudley in the war.” 

The exhibition is at Dudley Museum 
and Art Gallery until November 2018.

NEITHER Labour or the Tories 
want to approach the next elec¬ 
tion thinking about a coalition. 
The problem is, with the opinion 
polls still so close after the party 
conference season, they don’t 
really have a choice. 

The Conservatives finally got 
themselves a lead for the first 
time in two years. But it’s hard¬ 
ly a done deal. For all their at¬ 
tempts to portray Ed Miliband 
as another Michael Foot, his 
conference speech was not the 
second longest suicide note in 
history. 

He forgot to mention the econ¬ 
omy and immigration, and that’s 
bad. Even so, what the Tories 
gained was a lead of only a cou¬ 
ple of points, despite their own 
policies and announcements be¬ 
ing generally well received. 

David Winnick has been an 
MP for a very long time. The 
member for Walsall North wants 
his party colleagues to put out 
of their minds any prospect of 
having to cosy up to anyone else 
“We have to work all out for a 
working majority and any ques¬ 
tion of coalition with the Liberal 
Democrats or anyone else does 
not arise now.” he says. 

But the question has arisen 
now as it did four years ago. 
Some people who voted Liber¬ 
al Democrat might have done 
so believing there was a chance 
they would form a coalition with 
one of the others. Many didn’t. 
Now the party’s dwindling num¬ 
ber of supporters are left in no 
doubt that Nick Clegg is trying to 
stay in government with one or 
other of the two bigger parties. 
Neither did Conservative voters 
put their X in the box expecting 
to have a party they didn’t back 
taking some of the key roles. 

The next election will see 
the parties have to campaign 
against each other but not do 
so with such bad blood left be¬ 
tween them that they burn their 
bridges. So it is an important 
and perfectly reasonable set of 
questions for voters to be ask¬ 
ing of their MPs and candidates: 
Who could you work with? 

Have party leaders on both 
sides of the Atlantic painted 
themselves into a corner when it 
comes to tackling Islamic State? 

Wolverhampton South East 
MP Pat McFadden questions 
what may happen by ruling out 
‘boots on the ground’. 

He wrote: “Is war weariness 
pushing the West back into an 
unwitting adoption of the Viet¬ 
nam doctrine of escalation by 
degree rather than using over¬ 
whelming force which replaced 
it? For our leaders haunted by 
the recent experience of Iraq 
and Afghanistan it is worth re¬ 
membering, the past did not be¬ 
gin in 2003.” 

The difficulty is it’s not that 
long since British forces left Iraq. 
And they’re only now leaving 
Afghanistan after 13 troubled 
years. It doesn’t make it right to 
hold off on saving people from 
modern-day barbarians. But it 
does make it all the more diffi¬ 
cult to take the country with you.

Secret history of waterways is 
brought to life by canals expert 


AS the industrial revolution took 
hold in the 18th century, canals 
spawned a radical new transport 
that became the arteries of the 
national economy. 

Now, hundreds of years later, after 
being rescued from decline and ne¬ 
glect, the region’s network is experi¬ 
encing a rejuvenation as a place of lei¬ 
sure and recreation. 

In his new book called Waterways of the 
West Midlands, Robert Davies, formerly of 
Tipton, delves into the unexplored history 
surrounding the great West Midland canal 
network. 

Through interviews with some of the 
last great boatmen, he reveals a new in¬ 
sight into its fascinating history including 
intriguing places and people. The 60-year- 
old’s interest in the inland waterways was 
first sparked 20 years ago when, after being 
off work ill, he learned about the early years 
of the canals from a friend. 

Growing up in Tipton, he says he ‘could

not miss’ the canals and had always been a 
familiar element of life in the Black Coun¬ 
try. “The West Midlands has made and 
continues to make a huge contribution to 
the story of the inland waterways of Great 
Britain,” he said. 

“Yes, the Birmingham Canal Navigations 
(BCN) has lost some of its original water¬ 
ways, and that is a sad fact, but it is still 
an amazing place to visit, and its history is 
rich and varied. 

“Add that to the other great associated 
waterways - the Staffordshire and Worces¬ 
tershire; the Worcester and Birmingham; 
the Trent and Mersey; and of course, the 
River Severn, and you have enough water¬ 
ways to spend a lifetime exploring.” 

The book starts off looking at the Stour- 
port and its origin as a canal town. “Stour- 
port is my first choice because, in 1772, that 
is where James Brindley placed the termi¬ 


nus of his Staffordshire and Worcestershire 
(S&W) Canal; and what a treasure that 
town has been for more than 200 years,” 
he said. 

Mr Davies also looks at some canal pio¬ 
neers as he traces the reasons for their cre¬ 
ation. “Historical figures are an essential 
part of this book, and such noteworthies as 
Boulton and Watt, John Corbett, and Jo- 
siah Wedgwood add to the tale of how the 
canals came to be and how useful they were 
to the 18th and 19th-century industrialists 
and entrepreneurs,” he said. 

“Of course, contrasted with these wor¬ 
thies are the ordinary working boatmen, 
and I have been fortunate to be able to get 
the life stories of two to add to our under¬ 
standing of the last few decades of the in¬ 
dustrial canal. 

“At a horseboating demonstration at a 
recent boating rally, a young lady volunteer 
was heard to say, ‘That doesn’t look safe. 
I don’t think the canals were designed for 
horses’, prompting older ones to quickly 
put her right: that indeed the canals, and 
especially the towpath were designed for 


horses, just as much as they were made for 
narrowboats.” 

Mr Davies estimates that around 15,000 
horses, mules or donkeys were pulling boats 
on the canals during their heyday. 

The book looks at the links between the 
Stourbridge canal and the glass industry, 
as well as the industry on the Walsall ca¬ 
nals where a man named Jack Haddock 
captured some of its last working days in 
photograph. 

In the book, Mr Haddock explains: “My 
first recollections of Walsall were of a view 
from the balcony of a Corporation tramcar, 
as it rose over the steep hump of narrow 
canal bridge en route to Bloxwich. As you 
approached the bridge, there was the ma¬ 
jestic sight of Pratt’s Flour Mill with its im¬ 
posing height and numerous small windows 
covered in flour dust.” 

Mr Davies describes himself as a part- 
time author and full-time canal enthusi¬ 
ast. This is his fourth book published by 
The History Press, his previous including 
Boats, Smoke, Steam and Folk and Mid¬ 
lands Canal Carriers. The book is £14.99.

Digging into the past to 
uncover glass heritage 



IT has taken eight months 
of hard toil, involving expert 
archaeologists, more than 
100 volunteers and scores 
of schoolchildren delicately 
sifting through tons of soil, 
to unearth hidden gems in 
Stourbridge 

At the end of the excavation at 
the site of the Stourbridge Glass¬ 
house College, two of the earliest 
glass-making furnaces ever dis¬ 
covered in the region were re¬ 
vealed. 

The furnaces, which have been hid¬ 
den for more than 300 years on the 
Coalbourn Hill and Coalbourn Brook 
sites, were unearthed as part of a 
large-scale redevelopment. The latest 
phase involves the construction of a 
new car park. 

Distinctive 

The furnaces are in the shape of dis¬ 
tinctive cones and date back to 1691 
and 1692 respectively, and have been 
resurrected along with an array of 
artefacts including window glass, bot¬ 
tles, tiles, cut lead crystal and carriage 
lantern lenses. 

The site forms part of The Glass¬ 
house, more formally known as the 
Ruskin Glass Centre, which serves as 
a working homage to the glass trade. 

Stourbridge was once the epicen¬ 
tre of the UK’s glass-making indus¬ 
try, renowned the world over for its 
high-quality glass products since the 
early 1600s. 

Ian Dury, who runs Stourbridge 
Glass Engravers, based at Ruskin 
Glass Centre, and has been involved 
in the trade for 46 years, hailed the 
latest discoveries as a ‘time-capsule of 
British glass making’. 

He said: “I really can’t stress 
enough the importance of these find¬ 
ings. Stourbridge has a long-standing 


reputation for producing glass. Any¬ 
thing you could ever think of making 
out of glass was produced here. It was 
the jewel in Britain’s crown as far as 
glass-making is concerned. 

“There are no records of any cones 
being found in the area that date back 
further than the two here. It is a spe¬ 
cial discovery and something of great 
historical significance.” 

The dig started with the emergence 
of a 300-year-old sepia-tinted map 
that was handed down through for¬ 
mer owners via Enville Estates. The 


plans revealed the locations of the two 
furnaces, which are thought to be the 
earliest built on the site. 

Despite being faded and barely visi¬ 
ble to the naked eye, the map proved to 
be accurate with both furnaces located 
in the precise positions suggested. 

Last weekend the findings went on 
show for the first time at an exhibition 
at the Webb Corbett Visitor Centre. 
The event featured glass painting ses¬ 
sions, talks, glass repair workshops 
and the chance for young diggers to 
search for buried artefacts.

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Police hunt for two 
men after train attack 


DETECTIVES have released 
CCTV images of two men 
they want to trace after a 
serious assault took place 
on board a train as it ap¬ 
proached Stourbridge on the 
way to Birmingham. 

The victims - a man and a 
woman - were left with head in¬ 
juries after they were set upon by 
two men who had got on at Kid¬ 
derminster. The vicious assault 
happened as the train arrived at 
Stourbridge Junction railway sta¬ 
tion. The victims had been travel¬ 
ling with a group of friends when 
the assault took place. The wom¬ 
an was punched in the face and 
the man was struck with a glass 
bottle during the attack. 

British Transport Police has re¬ 
leased the images of two men they 
want to talk to regarding the incident 
after reviewing CCTV footage from 
cameras on board the train. 

Night 

Police said the assault took place at 
around 11.15pm on Saturday, Septem¬ 
ber 20. 

Detective Constable Dan Hart said: 
“The victims - a male and a female - 
were travelling with friends on a train 
to Birmingham for a night out when 
a group of four men boarded at Kid¬ 
derminster and began to interact with 
them.” 

He explained: “An altercation broke 
out and two of the men from the group 
of four threatened members of the 
other group, before one of the men 
punched the female victim and then 
struck the male victim with a glass 
bottle, causing a cut to his forehead 
which required stitches. 

“If you recognise either of the men

DC Hart added: “This was a violent 
assault which has left the victim with 
a nasty head injury.

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'Vital' hub 
for mental 
health is 
reprieved 


A DROP-IN centre has been given a 12 month 
stay of execution after campaigners fought 
to keep it open, saying its services were vital. 

Dove House in Dudley helps provide support and 
advice sessions for people with mental health con¬ 
ditions. It is based on the grounds of Bushey Fields 
Hospital and is staffed and supported by independ¬ 
ent mental health charity Dudley Mind. 


The closure-threatened 
centre will remained staffed 
for the present time under 
the revised plan but this will 
be kept under review. 

Officials from the charity 
said eventually Dove House 
would have to be run by vol¬ 
unteers within a year. 

The centre currently 
provided a range of day ac¬ 
tivities and also serves as a 
meeting place each week for 
those who used it. 

Bosses told users of the 
centre, on the Russells Hall 
estate, earlier this year 
that the services at the 
centre would shut under a 
shake-up scheme. 

Health officials instead 
wanted the centre to be 
used by inpatients from the 
hospital’s wards during the 
run-up to leaving hospital 
and move services into the 
community. 

In its place the drop-in 
facilities will continue to 
run at other locations, such 
as community centres, and 
peer support groups will 
also be started. 

But campaigners held 
public protests outside Dud¬ 
ley Council meetings and 
forced meetings with char¬ 
ity officials. They said it pro¬ 
vides a vital meeting place 
for people and this would be

lost if services were moved 
elsewhere 

One of the campaigners, 
Joy Collins, said: “We are 
pleased it is staying open 
at the moment but this all 
started with them not talk¬ 
ing to us properly before 
making the decision so we’ll 
keep an eye on the situa¬ 
tion.” 

Dudley Mind chief ex¬ 
ecutive, Martin Mueller, 
confirmed the Dove House 
would remain open three 
days a week for at least 12 
months. 

“It is correct that repre¬ 
sentatives from the service 
users have taken part in 
designing and reviewing 
the consultation exercise 
undertaken over the sum¬ 
mer. Staffing is intended to 
drop over time to just one 
member of staff and service 
users will be assisted to take 
a greater role in managing 
the drop-in themselves. 

“Our experience over the 
coming year will help us 
plan how best to ensure that 
people get the support they 
need should the drop-in at 
Dove House eventually be¬ 
come fully self-managed by 
the people who use it.” 


Thousands of calls 
by automated alarms 

FIREFIGHTERS have been called out to hundreds of false 
alarms at hospitals across the region in one year. 

Figures released under the Freedom of Information Act 
show a total of 5,163 false alarms were attended by West 
Midlands Fire Service during that time frame. Of these, 
1,972 were automated alarms set off at dwellings and 2,535 
at non-domestic properties. 

Over the 12-month period, hospitals throughout the re¬ 
gion made up the top 10 addresses the service was called 
to after automated fire alarms have been triggered. Wol¬ 
verhampton’s New Cross Hospital tops the list with 134 
alarms, one of which was a legitimate incident. Heartlands 
Hospital, Birmingham, had 125 activations and eight inci¬ 
dents. Birmingham hospitals make up half of the list with 
City Hospital in third place with 77 alarms and 5 incidents. 

Dudley Russells Hall had 52 alarm calls and two inci¬ 
dents and Walsall Manor 29 calls and one incident.

Proposals,put together by 14 local authorities 
are intended to give them a greater say over the 
next franchise and the ability to set fares. 

The councils will work under the name West 
Midlands Rail. The body brings together Wol¬ 
verhampton, Walsall, Sandwell, Dudley, Bir¬ 
mingham, Coventry and Solihull, who all fund 
transport authority Centro, as well as Stafford¬ 
shire, Shropshire, Telford and Wrekin, Worces¬ 
tershire, Warwickshire, Herefordshire and 
Northamptonshire councils. 

West Midlands Rail has submitted a case to 
the Department for Transport (DfT) to take over 


the management of local services to Birmingham 
from 2017, with the franchise being awarded by 
the DfT and operated by a private company. 
Services are currently operated by London Mid¬ 
land. 

Ian Jenkins, from Campaign for Rail, said the 
case for devolution is ‘strong’. 

Better 

He said: “Services on Merseyside, in Scotland 
and in London are managed by devolved bodies, 
and are of better quality than those provided at 
present in the West Midlands. 

“Local rail passengers want to see improve¬ 
ments to their services and better value for 
money. The performance of London Midland has 
continued to be appalling with frequent cancel¬ 


lations owing to staff shortages due to their poor 
planning and management, and the DfT has not 
taken action. 

“Regional rail services are better managed 
locally than by DfT. We would hope West Mid¬ 
lands Rail would ensure the better delivery of 
services that passengers rely on for work and 
leisure — and will take swifter action if the 
franchisee does not keep their promises than the 
mandarins in Whitehall”. 

A business case has been sent to DfT for con¬ 
sideration and it is understood that a decision 
will be made by the Secretary of State before the 
end of the year with the franchising process be¬ 
ginning in 2015. 

London Midland has said it supports the idea 
of devolution.

Rural roads riskier 
than the motorways 

SEVENTY two drivers in the West Midlands were killed on 
country roads and almost 500 were seriously injured over a 
year, new figures reveal. 

A campaign has been launched to get people to slow 
down on country roads as statistics show they are 11 times 
more likely to be killed on rural lanes than on motorways. 

The Department for Transport (DfT) has revealed a 
third of West Midlands drivers have had a near miss or col¬ 
lision on a country road with 72 fatalities and 486 serious 
injuries on rural roads in a year. 

The DfT’s Think! campaign said 60 per cent of people 
killed on Britain’s roads die on rural roads and new re¬ 
search shows many more drivers are putting themselves 
at risk of an accident. 

More than a third, 37 per cent, have been surprised by 
an unexpected hazard, such as an animal in the road. Two 
fifths also confess to taking a bend too fast.

Going bake in time 
at the living museum

WITH The Great British Bake Off helping to reignite the 
nation’s love of baking, the Black Country Living Museum 
is showing how it was done in days gone by. 

Every day bread is baked in the coal fired cast-iron oven 
with visitors given the chance to watch the baker at work. 

Abby Bird, of the museum, said: “Bread was an essen¬ 
tial component of the working class diet during the 19th 
century, with a much larger proportion of wages spent on 
loaves than today. Our on-site bakery allows visitors to see 
the process of how it was made from start to finish, using 
nothing but coal-fired ovens and a lot of elbow grease.” 

The coal-fired bakery from Oldbury is representative 
of the small independent bakeries once a part of every 
town during the Victorian and early 20th century eras. In 
Wednesbury alone there were 31 bake houses in the 1920s. 

The museum’s bakery, which dates back to 1844, contin¬ 
ued in business until 1952 when last baker Samuel Harvey 
retired. When the museum rescued the building in 1977 it 
was entirely derelict with virtually no roof remaining. 

It was carefully rebuilt brick-by-brick at the museum 
and the interior completed with fittings from Clarke’s bak¬ 
ery in Mount Pleasant, Bilston.

I’d had the trouble for 
years - every time I’d have a bit of tough 
steak, I was done for. 

“I was a bit apprehensive, but I need not 
have been. I had two implants to stabilise 
my lower denture and I never felt a thing. 
I expected a lot of discomfort, but after a 
couple of days I was absolutely fine. 

“Steve made me the over-dentures for the 
bottom and a new top set of teeth. They 
are absolutely great. Nothing was too much 
trouble for any of the friendly staff and going 
to see Steve was a pleasure. 

“Going to the dentist had never been 


so good and I am over the moon with the 
results.” 

On his star role in Grimefighters, Lew 
recalls: “There were some funny moments. 
We’d had a call to pick up a dead cat in 
Penfields. They said the animal was on the 
end of a drive. I looked everywhere and 
couldn’t see it. 

“There was a charity collection going on 
in the road where people had left clothing in 
bags for pick up. By the time I’d found out 
that the cat had been put into one of them, 
it had been collected by the chanty and the 
van was disappearing down the road. 

“Somebody was gong to get a surprise,” 
adds Lew with a wry smile.

The march of the SUV, or sports 
utility vehicle, shows no signs of 
slowing down with several man¬ 
ufacturers announcing their first 
foray into this field in the past few 
months. 

SUVs are mainly cars with the tall, 
chunky looks of the off-roader even if 
most of them aren’t: buyers seem to bal¬ 
ance appearances with two-wheel drive 
to save weight, fuel and costs. 

It may be a surprise then that Suzuki, with its 
iconic Vitara and a history of almost half a cen¬ 
tury of 4x4s, has gone down a different route 
with its new S-Cross. 

Still in car parlance a crossover (the clue’s 
in the name), it’s a family-sized hatchback with 
two or four-wheel drive options that’s relatively 
economical to buy and run. 

Top models have a newly developed and 
sophisticated four-wheel drive system to suit 
most conditions while remaining lively and 
economical - and with prices from £21,549 
it costs less than some of its two-wheel drive 
opposition. 

Its ALLGRIP system was made specifically 
for this car: not as many compromises as the 
traditional full-blown system in the Jimny, but 
more flexible than the ultra-lightweight rear dif¬ 
ferential developed for the smaller Swift 4x4. 

It gives the S-Cross extra capability on 
and off-road, where the main limiting factor is 
ground clearance. It certainly made light work 
of the forest tracks and streams encountered 
on a test route in the north of England, but 


unlike a traditional 4x4 remained economical, 
sharp handling and a comfortable ride on the 
highway. 

There are two engine options, a 1.6 petrol 
and 1.6 diesel. The petrol version is capable of 
averaging almost 40mpg while the diesel’s fig¬ 
ure is a frugal 64mpg. Their 0 to 62mph sprint 
times are 12 and 13 seconds respectively. 

Suzuki’s engineers have also come up with 
an excellent compromise with the suspension: 
it’s supple enough to soak up the bumps on 
rough tracks yet not so soft as to give you a 
roly-poly ride on the road. Its dimensions, with¬ 
out the top heavy architecture of some SUV’s, 
helps too. 

Positive 

The steering is nicely weighted and positive, 
and from its road manners you’d never guess 
this was a car quite capable of roughing it. 

It’s as quiet and relaxing to drive as any 
modern hatchback, it’s light but particularly 
stiff body aiding performance and economy 
while also reducing noise in the cabin. 

No-one, Suzuki included, imagines you’d 
buy an S-Cross for serious mud-plugging: it’s 
more for the country dweller who has rough 
and muddy lanes to travel, or someone who 
wants extra safety and security in bad weather. 

The ALLGRIP control gives you a clue. The 
basic setting is ‘auto’ so the car remains in 
front wheel drive until they start to slip, when 
the rear wheels are brought into play too. It’s 
there as a safety back-up while giving you best 
day to day economy. 

The ‘snow’ setting, unsurprisingly, uses 
four-wheel drive as the default setting while 
also optimises steering and accelerator inputs 
for maximum traction. 


The ‘lock’ mode gives you four-wheel drive 
for getting yourself out of mud, sand or snow. 

Press ‘Sport’ mode and you certainly notice 
a difference in the S-Cross. It sharpens up the 
steering and the throttle response, while auto¬ 
matically diverting another 20 per cent of the 
engine’s torque to the rear wheels - giving you 
a taste of the cornering abilities of a rally car. 

There are 13 different S-Cross models, start¬ 
ing with a two-wheel drive petrol version at 
£14,999. There are two automatic versions, one 
two wheel drive and one four wheel drive, with 
a continuously variable transmission. 

The top of the range versions are all fitted 
with ALLGRIP 4WD and are also the highest 
trim levels, which explains their price tag of up 


to £23,549 for the diesel flagship. The diesels 
also get a six-speed transmission compared to 
the petrol’s five gears. 

The diesel is also the most economical, with 
an official average of 64.2mpg and 114g/km 
of C02 emissions compared to the petrol’s 
51.3mpg and 135g/km. 

The decision, as always, will depend on how 
much you have to spend and, with diesel up to 
10p per litre more expensive these days, how 
many miles you do as to which is best for you. 

It’s worthy of note, though, that the 4WD ver¬ 
sion is only two to three mpg thirstier than the 
two-wheel drives: surely a measure of just how 
efficient the ALLGRIP system is. 

The diesel does have more advantages for 


the driver, though. It is more flexible, thanks to 
the extra gear, plus a similar 120PS of power 
but more than double the torque. 

While it may look smaller than some SUV ri¬ 
vals, the S-Cross is almost surprisingly roomy 
inside, with decent leg and headroom for five 
adults. It also has a generous cargo space, with 
a 430-litre boot for your luggage, which you can 
double by folding down the rear seats. 

The cabin has a solid, quality feel to it with 
refreshingly clear and logical controls. 

The company has pitched the car just right: 
a spacious family transporter with an efficient 
four-wheel drive system for safety and flexibility 
without sacrificing much in the way of perfor¬ 
mance or precious fuel.

Faster - greener, leaner

The all-new Mercedes-AMG C 
63 Saloon and Estate were re¬ 
vealed this week. 

Using the 205 series aluminium and steel 
chassis structure as its basis, the new C 
63 adds an all-new 4.0-litre biturbo engine 
to give it great performance while unique, 
three-stage adjustable dampers and a be¬ 
spoke steering set-up allow it to retain the 
agility that made the model it replaces the 
most popular AMG ever created. 

The technology applied to the new 
Mercedes-AMG C 63 is focused on en¬ 
hancing the performance of the car - to 
make it as exhilarating as possible yet via¬ 
ble to be used every day. The dynamic en¬ 
gine mounts fitted to the C 63 are a good 
example. 

They reduce unwanted vibration from 
the engine and gearbox by softening 
during normal driving conditions - when 
greater agility is required, they stiffen to im¬ 
prove responses through the speed-sensi¬ 
tive, electromechanical steering and limit 
unwanted movement in the drivetrain. 

Likewise, the C 63 uses a unique sus¬ 
pension set-up. At the front it uses four-link 
suspension, independent steering knuck¬ 
les and a wider track to improve stability, 
while at the rear the multilink system uses 
independent mounts and an increase in 
negative camber. 

Both are linked to AMG Ride Control 
system, operating through electronical¬ 
ly-controlled three-stage dampers - rang¬ 
ing from comfort through to track settings. 
Useful for when the latter is engaged, a 
mechanical locking rear differential for the 


standard C 63 and an electronic version for 
the C 63 S. 

As standard the C 63 is fitted with 
245/40 R18 (front) and 265/40 R18 (rear) 
tyres while the ‘S’ model gains 245/35 R19 
(front) and 265/35 R19 (rear) tyres. 

At the heart of any AMG is its hand-built 
engine. The Mercedes-AMG C 63 uses the 
Ml77 engine - a sister unit to the Ml78 
found in the new Mercedes-AMG GT - dis¬ 
placing 3,982 cc and equipped with twin 
turbochargers neatly packaged in the ‘V’ of 
the cylinder banks and cooled via a special 
duct built in the bonnet of the car. 

Developing 476 hp in standard form and 
510 hp in the C 63 AMG S, it’s nearly a third 
more efficient than the engine it replaces 
yet, in ‘S’ form, produces more power and 
emits less C02 - from 192 g/km of C02. 

Improve 

The combination makes it the most effi¬ 
cient performance engine of its kind. 

A heavily revised version of the AMG 
SPEEDSHIFT MCT 7-speed transmission 
features on the C 63 - now with significant¬ 
ly quicker shift times to improve responses. 

In saloon form, the C 63 AMG weighs 
from 1,715 kg while the Estate weighs from 
1,785 kg (including fuel and the driver). 

Matching the changes under the skin 
are extensive changes to the appearance 
of the car - both outside and in. New front 
bumpers with deep airdams to feed the in¬ 
tercoolers are joined by the unique AMG 
grille and a new bonnet with subtle power 
domes. 

Unique, wider front wings (to clear the 
wider front track) feature a subtle ‘V8 bi¬ 
turbo’ badges above a set of similarly dis¬ 
creet sill extensions.

The rear bumper is also new, designed 
to house the new quad exhaust pipes be¬ 
low a small wing mounted on the bootlid 
and above the tailgate glass on the estate. 

Inside, the changes are immediately 
apparent, with deep, contoured seats set 
behind a small, unique AMG wheel and re¬ 
calibrated AMG dials. 

The option of AMG sports seats can be 
specified along with a range of different 
leather treatments and trim finishes - from 
piano black to carbon and aluminium. 


Buttons for the AMG Ride Control, op¬ 
tional active AMG performance exhaust 
system and the three-stage gearbox 
modes are grouped around the standard 
Touchpad controller, above which is an 
AMG badge and IWC timepiece. 

The Mercedes-AMG C 63 Saloon and 
Estate are both available to order in the UK 
from next month, with prices and specifica¬ 
tions set to be announced when ordering 
opens. First deliveries are expected to take 
place in Spring 2015.
